Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the proposed amendment; applicant's representative, 
stated that the prior art Apple et al. '398 does not teach dynamic segments because the scroll bar on the top of the 
video wall in Apple has a constant size, is therefore "static". The examiner disagreed, stating that the said video wall 
in Fig. 32 also has a video conferencing area and larger area toward the center that is dedicated to time sensitive 
breaking information, this means that the video wall of Apple has dynamic display segments when considered as a 
whole system; as the video image can be transferred to the bigger area. The proposed amendment is still broad 
enough to read on Apple.
